send and receive envoys If such 
things cannot be avoided, they must 


be reluctantly accepted with the rest. 
But the head of international 
Church must have a seat of govern- 
ment which is truly independent, and 
whose freedom of act! 
endangered by a neighboring hostile 
state, which Italy might one day be- 
come, through the efforts of the anti- 
religious, just as Mexico’s Govern- 
ment has become that. What if the 
seat of government of the Interna- 
tional Church were in Mexico, and it 
had not the guaranteed independence 
which was recently given to the Holy 
Father? The implication is certainly 
clear.
